Mr. Boyer has requested a hearing to request temporary reinstatement of his
contracting privileges and the right to work in Charlotte County to complete 13 open
permits. He also asks the board to request that DBPR change the status of his
license from Current, Suspended to Current Probation.

Erin Mullen-Travis Licensing Manager was present to provide testimony to the board.
Mr. Boyer was present to give testimony to the board.

Motion: Michael Douglass made the motion that Kevin Boyer, CGC1515032
formally licensed under CRC1326352, be required to be financially responsible to
coordinate the services of a licensed contractor, and within 30 days of the date of this
hearing, to enter new contracts with the property owners of the properties listed in the
previous notices and or permit report; and ensure that the permits are renewed within
60 days of the date of this hearing and that the permits are granted final inspections
within 90 days of the date of this hearing.

It is further ordered that Mr. Boyer be required to reimburse Charlotte County for
courtesy inspections and or any rejection fees that are outstanding; that a copy of this
Boards Order be forwarded to the FCILB with the recommendation that Mr. Boyer be
required to reimburse the homeowners who had to retain the services of another
contractor to bring their jobs into compliance and that FCILB not lift his suspension
until all permits in Charlotte County are issued final inspections.

Furthermore, we Order that Mr. Boyer’s permitting privileges and right to work in
Charlotte County remain permanently revoked.

If Mr. Boyer fails to comply within any of the timeframes stated in this Order; a copy of
Order along with a follow up report will be sent to the state FCILB with the
recommendation that Kevin Boyer’s State Certified General Contractors license and
any other licenses regulated under the Department of Business and Professional
Regulation be revoked. If Mr. Boyer complies with the Boards order and the FCILB
reinstates his license at any time in the future, it is recommended that the FCILB
ensure that Mr. Boyer be placed on probation for a minimum of 5 years, the same
amount of time that has elapsed from his first Board hearing where this Board ordered
him to renew and final the permits as listed in the notice.

Carleton Strong seconded the motion and it was approved with a vote of seven to
two with dissenting voted cast by Erik Howard and William Ambrose.

Joshua Moyer advised Mr. Boyer to contact the staff at the Building Department,
who will then pull all reports and work together with him to figure out what is exactly
required. Mr. Boyer acknowledged that he would contact the Building Department.
